For the 
past seven (7) or more years, 
Bishop Owens has served the 
International Youth Congress as 
its president. His unique 
charisma and able leadership 
brought about some of the 
highest attendance records in the 
history of the Congress. He was 
made the successor to Bishop 
Clarence Gilmore. 


Bishop Owens in the past has 
enjoyed an excellent reputation 
as National Evangelist and 
Youth leader. His _ oratorical 
abilities and soul winning skills 
has made him one of the most 
famous and effective preachers

The Installation service took 
place March 1974 in Wells 
Cathedral.

also. Bishop Cotton is the Pastor 
of Gospel Tabernacle Church of 
God in Christ.

At the conclusion of the address 
of the Presiding Bishop J. O. 
Patterson to the General 
Assembly he announced that 
God had revealed to him the 
kind of financial plan through 
which the Church of God in 
Christ would prosper. The 
announcement was that the 
National Church should use the 
Biblical system of tithes for its 
support as well as the local 
church. In the past the tithes 
were being collected by some 
Bishops, but no National Policy 
had been set for tithes for the 
General Church. 


For the past few years the 
monetary strength of the church 
has been far less than its true 
potential. The Presiding Bishop 
and General Board has 
persistently worked at a 
financial plan that would elevate 
thes ech che to tine 
socio-economic rank it deserves. 
In spite of the lack of complete 
co-operation on some fronts, 
they have given the Church a 
leadership that is constantly 
upward. All major auxiliaries 
have seemingly broken all 
previous records in their 
respective departments. The 
attendance of the most 
conventions has been record 
breaking. 


The announcement came at a 
most appropriate point in his 
address. Bishop Patterson had 
just proclaimed a little earlier 
that he is the God given leader 


of the Church of God in Christ. 
This was the first time many of 
the delegates had heard him 
openly declare what many if not 
most of them were feeling 
anyway. This was a _ most 
courageous position for him to 
take in light of the way he 
received his post. Since the 
death of the founder Bishop C. 
H. Mason, the church has had to 
make a decisive change in its 
governmental structure. Whereas 


before the basic authority of the 
church rested with its founder, 
the authority now rest with a 
two thirds majority vote of the 
General Assembly. However, 
Bishop Patterson firmly declares 
that the church had not and will 
not change from the hands of 
God to the claws of political 
chicanery. Instead he insist that 
inspite of politics, the invisible 
power of the Holy Spirit is at 
work in this church.

I Corinthians 6:9-11 


INTRODUCTION 


Homosexuality has almost 
always been a problem that 
characterized human societies. 
Because of lack of understanding 
people have reacted to it, on one 
hand, with fear and violence, but 
on the other hand they’ve tried 
to ignore the problem. They 
seem to feel that if they do not 
talk about it, it will solve itself 
or just disappear. 


But since homosexuality is only 
one of many problems faced by 
humanity, it does not seem that 
a viable alternative is to single it 
out as the focal point of our 
fear, hostility, and violence. But 
then because it seems to be on 
the increase, I feel that we make 
the problem more severe and 
pressing when we ignore it. It 
does not go away. And by our 
silence we would appear to 
condone it or advocate it. If we

fail to deal with it then many 
who might otherwise escape, will 
find themselves entangled in the 
midst of its agonizing 
complexities. The people perish 
for lack of knowledge. 


And to those who would feel 
that this subject should not be 
dealt with from the pulpit, I 
would say that the Bible deals 
with it, God has revealed his 
mind regarding it and Jesus 
Christ has provided a means of 
dealing with it. And thus the 
preacher who ignores it is either 
blind or forgetful of his mission. 


But we must also realize that 
God loves the whole world. Did 
you think that God stops loving 
a person merely because you 
have stopped loving that person. 
No, God’s love is endless and 


fathomless and without 
limitation. Jesus’ death on the 
cross was for the whole world. 
And thus the Church of God in 
Christ must be an extention of 
the love of God and_ the 
redeeming concern of Christ 
Jesus to all who need, including 
the homosexual. 


And if God has conveyed to us a 
good word to those involved in 
sexual variences, then we are 
guilty of EXTORTION if we 
keep silent and fail to pass it on. 


(And to those of you who feel 
that I will not be preaching to 
your needs and your situation, I 
would say don’t worry-I’m 
preaching to and for everybody 
today.) 


First, let me say that it is a 
mistake to place all sexual 
deviations into one catagory.

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WHY PEOPLE GIVE x

Why does a man give? Why do people do things for another at 
great personal sacrifice? Is it because giving is more than a single 
act? It instead involves the whole spirit of life. It involves more 
than just money. The total person is included in a giving 
experience. The significants of the good Samaritan did not lie in 
the money he gave the Inn Keeper, but it was his complete 
concern for a man that needed his help that counted. But what 
produced this concern? 


When we read the new testament, it is easy to see the reasons why 
a disciple of Christ should give. But why a person should give and 
the actual reason for giving may be different. We cannot 
pre-suppose that the Christian is everything he ought to be. Other 
wise an article of this kind would not be necessary. We must try 
to discover what actually motivates a person to give if we are 
going to effectively solicit funds for the temporal needs of the 
house of God. It is essential that we understand the theological 
aspects of motivations, but it is imperative that we have at least 
some understanding of the motivation behind the behaviour of 
man aside from his Christian identity. A common failure in many 
of our churches is that it ignores the Psycological and sociological 
aspects of the problem. 


I am not suggesting that we only concern ourselves with this facet 
of motivation, but I am saying that we be equally concerned with 
how people are and not just with how they ought to be. 


In my opinion our present administration is trying to do just that. 
Certainly they would rather that people give because it is right to 
do so. But they are faced with the same challenge and problem of 
every local Pastor. 


It is not enough for a local 
Pastor to tell his people they 
ought to give and pay tithes. But 
he has to design a financial plan 
that is self-motivating. I have 
heard of some congregations 
whose giving level excelerates 
50% when there is a tangible 
goal in sight. People who don’t 
believe in tithes will very often 
give 20% of their earnings to a 
building fund program. I feel 
that the present attempts of our 
Presiding Bishop and General 
Board encourage giving through 
motivation is only natural and 
necessary in times when so many 
feel no committment to 
christian stewardship.

Like anyone else they must create the kind of programs for the 
Church that people will give to. It is impossible to be in the “soul 
saving business” and ignore the “‘business”’ end of soul winning. 
People want to see something. It is important that they see 
tangible signs of progress. Our church school in Lexington, the C. 
H. Mason Seminary, the C. H. Mason system of Bible Colleges, 
the Chisca Hotel, the Hospitalization Fund, the Publishing House, 
the New Church Bookstore, are only a few of those tangible goals 
that will lead to unbelievable spiritual results-and most of all 
these are the kind of projects that will motivate giving.

The 
United States Department of 
Labor administered 10 weeks of 
summer jobs for youth, ages 15 
to 22. The salary is generally 
from $1.60 to $4.00 per hour, 
averaging 30 hours per week. 
Churches can develop their own 
type of programs or conduct 
summer vacation day camps, 
recreational and or clean up 
neighborhood programs, hiring 
teenagers to do the work. While

(a) It is wrong to assume that all 
persons who are different have 
different sex chromosones from 
the male or the female. This is 
true in only a very rare minority 
of cases. Much less than one 
percent. But, if there are two X 
chromosones, a girl is born. If 
there ss «an. jX4...ands..a | Y 
chromosones, then a boy is 
born. But in a few rare instances 
a person is born with an X and 
an O chromosone. And because 
of this, there is a difference in 


natural inclinations, and in 
physical characteristics. But, 
very few persons who are 


different are different for this 
reason. But, this particular 
situation is not the fault of the 
individual. 

(b) It is also wrong to assume 
that all homosexuals are 
physically different from other 
people. In a very few instances 
there are born persons who are 
afflicted by physical 
characteristics which are 
different from what is normal. 
And again this is not the fault of 
the individual. What we intend 
to say a little later on, is that 
what you have been is not as 
important as is what Christ can 
do in your life. 


(c) On the natural or human 
level, homosexuality is generally 
not caused by some difference in 
the hormones, or the glands, or

Special commendation was given 
Bishop B.R. Benbow by the 
Religious Workers Guild of the 
Church of God in Christ, Int. Dr. 
C.C. Owens, President of the 
Guild, presented a _ Special 
Achievement Award for his 
outstanding religious 
contributions. 


In 1959, the New Light Church 
of God in Christ, Inc. was 
organized at 2905 S. Main 
Street, Santa Monica, California. 
In 1962, the Congregation 
moved to the present location, 
3102 Colorado Avenue, Santa 
Monica, California. In 1971, the 
mortgage was burned. In 1973, 
the Congregation purchased 
‘$100,000.00 worth of additional 
property for Church expansion. 
The Church is now in its last 
phase of a $300,000.00 building 
project. The present sanctuary is 
being remodeled. An addition is 
being added to the Church, 
including a $10,000.00 Air 
Condition and Heating Unit. 


In 1966, he was appointed 
Bishop of the Nigeria, West 
Africa Jurisdiction, which has 
grown from 17 to 91 churches. 


The African Mission work is 
supported entirely by the New 
Light Congregation, and 
$10,034.00 has been raised 
EXCLUSIVELY to help the 
people of Nigeria. The Bennie 
Roberts Benbow Bible College is 
supported, Sunday School 
literature is sent quarterly, and 
Tracts have been translated into 
African dialect. 


In 1970, Bishop Benbow 
received a Doctor of Divinty 
Degree from Trinity Hall College 
and Seminary, Springfield, 
Illinois; in 1971, it was Dr. C.C. 
Owens who presented him the 
“Man of the Year’ award. In 
1972, Trinity Hall College and 
Seminary elected him as Board 
and Council Member, and in that 
same year, he received an LL.D. 
Degree from Trinity Hall College 
and Seminary. 


Bishop Benbow pastors the New 
Light Church also at 332 N. 
Guttierez St. in Santa Barbara, 
California. He is Superintendent 
of the Santa Monica District, 


and is the Regional 
Superintendent of the Santa 
Barbara Region - Southern

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The campus is becoming one of the easiest places to talk about 
Jesus Christ. The climate on the College Campus had made a 
decisive change from five (5) to six (6) years ago. There has been 
a swing back toward the conservative. Radicalism has almost died 
away. Some of the very things student were turning against are 
making a comeback. Fraternities and soroities and other organs 
whose main philosophy is brotherhood and togetherness are 
beginning to grow again. The emphasis on clothes are changing,. 
fellows are now wearing high heel shoes and having a clean 
appearance is the “in thing” now. A few years ago the students 
were grubby and untidy looking, Now they are back to wearing 
ties and slacks. 


There is a reason for this. Students for “the past few years,” 
exhausted themselves in activism, but did not find answers. In the 
early sixties students tries to find their identities. Everyone were 
exposed to the problem, but no one had the solution. For 
example, they cried, “Get out of Vietnam,” but when the U.S. 
finally did, the Middle East erupted. 


Some began to decide that our problems stem from more than 
environment, that they come from within. At Berkeley the 
protestors said, “Give us People’s Park and we will build a perfect 
society.” But the society crumbled. One leader then said, “There 
must be something wrong with us.” 


The current emphasis is now materialism and education. Students 
once again are out to get a degree, a job, a wife, a house and kids. 
A segment has turned to sex, but with all the permissiveness, they 
have become discouraged with it. 


Rollo May has said, “The biggest problem is not Victorian 
Repression, but that the joy and passion has gone out of sex.” 
The word to describe the campus climate at the moment is, 
“Depression.” One Universal President said, “My students seem 
to have a nagging emptiness more than ever before. 


Most of what you have read so far were the conclusions expressed 
in an interview with Josh McDowell and the manager of the 
Moody Monthly Publication. Josh McDowell is a traveling 
representative of Campus Crusade. When Josh McDowell was 
asked, what does he foresee as the future of the college student 
and do Christian really make the difference; he gave the following 
answer. I dont’t think we’ve seen the end of radicalism. I think it 
will swing back-perhaps to an even worse situation than before. 
Why? Because of the philosophy of our educational system-that 
man is simply a product of his environment. When students see 
problems everywhere but are taught there is nothing wrong with 
themselves and all the problems stem from the environment 
around them, they start to become bitter-toward their parents, 
the educational system, the political system and the whole works. 
They become alienated, then they reject authority and establish, 
their own authority. What lies ahead will depend heavily upon 
what I call the ‘‘Christian voice.” 


The Christian voice has been exceptionally powerful. We have 
been outdrawing the radicals. The radical movement has waned; 
the Christian movement is growing. The radical revolution tries to 
change the system, but it does not deal with the self-centered, 
sinful attitude of man. Blaming all our problems on “‘the system” 
has been one of the biggest ‘‘cop-outs”’ of our time. 


The only ultimate solution begins with Jesus Christ-because He 
can revolutionize the heart of man. 


BOOK REVIEW 
“WHEN THE MARCHING 


STOPPED” 


NEW YORK - The impact of 
metropolitanism on blacks, the 
use of black political power, 
crime within the _ black 
community and the future of 
black educational institutions, 
are some of the critical problems 
examined by 12 distinguished 
social scientists in a new book 
published by the National Urban 
League -- ““When the Marching 
Stopped - An Analysis of Black 
Issues in the 70’s” 


The book developed out of a 
League sponsored symposium in 
1973 at which attention was 
focused on approaches toward 
solving the major problems 
blacks face in the 70’s, as 
distinguished from those they 
faced in the 60’s. 


Four broad areas were identified 
as having critical importance for 
blacks in the current decade: 
Economic Policy and Income 
Security; Personal Security, Law 
Enforcement and the 
Administration of Justice; The 
Political Process - Old Myths and 
New Realities, and Educational 
Policy. 


Within this broad framework, 
each of the _ participants 
presented a major paper in his 
particular field of competency. 
Included among the participants 
were Dr. Andrew F. Brimmer, 
member of the Board of 
Governors, Federal Reserve 
System; Dr. Robert S. Browne, 
Director, Black Economic

On August 17, 1900, Blijah J. 
Taylor was born, the second of 
four children in the family of 
Bishop and Mrs. J. W. Taylor. He 
was a native of Goodrich, Texas 
where he found Christ while just 
a lad and attended elementary 
school. He attended high school 
in Beaumont where his family 
later moved. Ordained to preach 
at the age of seventeen he 
rendered evangelistic services in 
the states of Texas, Indiana, 
Missouri, Kansas and Colorado. 


Bishop Taylor’s pastorage began 
in Douglas one year after 
arriving in Arizona in 1924. 


While at Douglas he met and 
married Miss Clara Harris. 
Bishop E. J. Taylor was the 
father of four boys and two 
girls. 


Since 1927 Bishop Taylor has 
been the pastor of Mt. Olive 
Church of God in Christ in 
Tucson, Arizona. He also 
established or organized 
churches in Sierra Vista, Globe, 
Safford, Coolidge , Randolph, 
Eloy and El Paso, Texas. 


Prior to being appointed Arizona 
Jurisdictional Bishop in 1969, 
Bishop Taylor held office as the 
assistant Overseer of New 
Mexico as well as Arizona. In 
addition to serving as District 
Superintendent he held many 
other state offices. 


Bishop Taylor’s most recent 
achievement was the erection of 
Greater Mt. Olive Church of God 
In Christ, a tribute to his faith 
and hope in God. He passed 
away Wednesday, February 20, 
1974 in Tucson Medical Center. 


Survivors include his devoted 
wife, Clara; two sons, Ike of 
Cheyenne, Wyoming and Aldon

Commenting on the high 
unemployment rate among black 
teenagers, Dr. Brimmer proposed 
the use of public funds to 
provide subsidies to _ private 
employers to induce them to 
hire more teenagers. 


Addressing the same issue, Dr. 
Browne cited the need for “a 
massive capital transfer from the 

hite to the black community as 
indispensable to the building of 
genuine economic parity 
between whites and blacks in 
America and said ‘“‘the honest 
name for such a transfer is 
reparations.” 


As to. possible sources of 
development capital for blacks, 
he listed foreign nations, 
mandatory pension funds to 
which blacks contribute but 
have no control over their use, 
and the exchequers of private 
foundations.

The need for full employment is 
‘‘blantly apparent,’’ Dr. 
Hamilton said. “It would apply 
to the total society, not only to 
blacks and other traditionally 
stigmatized minorities, who are 
seen as wanting only handouts. 
It would in other words, 
recognize the critical factor of 
race and racism, but it offers a 
‘“deracialized”’ solution. 


“Tt rises above the devastatingly 
divisive idealogical debates now 
wracking the traditional civil 
rights circles. It would permit 
viable coalitions across many 
lines: integrationists, 
nationalists, whites, blacks, etc.”
